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Introduction 


This report indudes data from the following sources: 

• Department of Professional Regulation tape listing medical doctors and osteopathic physicians as of August 
1990. 

• Results of surveys of medical doctors and osteopathic physicians conducted by the Department of Health and 
Rehabilitative Services in 1981,1983,1985, 1987 and 1989. Surveys were mailed in October and returned by 
February of the following year. Survey results data in this report are primarily from the 1989-90 survey unless 
indicated. 

• American Medical Directory published by the American Medical Association 1982,1984,1986,1988,1990. 

• Florida Medical Directory published by the Florida Medical Association, 1990. 

• Telephone directories for all Florida tides, 1990. 

• January 1,1990 Population Projections, Executive Office of the Governor, published July 1,1990.

Definitions 

• Primary Care: Family practice, general practice, internal medicine, pediatrics, obstetrics/gynccology. 

• Pediatrics: Includes pediatrics; pediatrics, allergy, and pediatrics, cardiology. 

Table 1.0 - Primary Specialties 

Data in Table 1 include all of the medical doctors and osteopathic physicians who were listed as having an active 
license with the Department of Professional Regulation in October 1990. 

Tables 1.1 through 1.5 - Secondary Specialties 

Data included in these tables include all medical doctors and osteopathic physicians for whom a secondary 
specialty was found either through direct survey or other sources. In each table, the listing of secondary specialties 
does not include any of the specialties included in the primary specialty grouping. The primary reason for this 
exclusion is that physicians frequendy note a secondary specialty in the same primary specialty group, e.g. primary 
- pediatrics, secondary - pediatrics, allergy. 
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Tables 2.0 through 2.7 - Geographic Distribution 

Data in these tables include all of the medical doctors and osteopathic physicians who were listed as having an 
active license with the Department of Professional Regulation in October 1990 and for whom a specialty was 
determined. There is no osteopathic specialty for emergency medicine. 

Primary care includes family/general practice, internal medicine, pediatrics, and obstetrics/gynecology. 
Although some analysts might exclude obstetrics/gynecology from this definition, it is included here because these 
specialties often provide primary care to their patients. 

Tables 3.0 - 3.7- Age 

These graphs include data only for respondents to the 1989-90 physician survey who indicated that they were 
actively practicing in Florida and who answered the age and specialty questions. There is no osteopathic specialty 
for emergency medicine. 

Tables 4.0 - 4.5 - Practice Setting 

These tables include data only for respondents to the 1989-90 physician survey who indicated that they were 
actively practicing in Florida and who answered the practice setting and specialty questions. 

Tables 5.0 - 5.5 - Practice Variables 

These tables include data only for respondents to the 1989-90 physician survey who indicated that they were 
actively practicing in Florida and who answered specific practice profile and specialty questions. Individuals 
indicating zero years in practice were excluded from the analysis. 

Tables 6.0 - 6.5 - Specialties by Year 

These data include information from prior analyses of physician specialties in Florida including Florida Health 
Manpower Monographs published by the Department of Health and Rehabilitative Services and the Geographic 
and Specialty Distribution of Physicians published by the State University System of Florida.
